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The F inancial Question Gets a Thor. 
ough Discussion In the Senate— 
Lack of Revenue Said to Be the 
Trouble—A Row on With France 
—Washington News. 


W ashington, Feb. 28.—In the senate 
yesterday the am endm ent to Authorize 
the issue of certificates of indebtedness 
was w ithdraw n by Senator Gorman 
after a rather exciting debate, thus cut­ 
ting off all hope of financial legislation 
a t this session. 
There w as much confusion during the 
financial debate. Mills w as in a fight­ 
ing mood and made a strong criticism 
of the issuing of bonds. He spoke of 
the public abhorrence of a national 
debt. There was also a sharp colloquy 
between Mr. Hill and Mr. Mills as the 
latter discussed greenbacks. 
Gorman’s speech was received with 
profound attention. W hen Mr. W olcott 
Interrupted with the query, “H as the 
secretary of tho treasury notified the 
senate th a t he docs not w ant such legis­ 
lation as this.” 
“T hat is the whole question," re­ 
sponded Mr. Gorman, “and if the sena­ 
tor will perm it me I will, in my own 
crude way, present the question of the 
secretary’8 necessities." 
“Is the treasury in such condition th at 
It can provide for the w ants of the gov­ 
ernm ent?" asked Mr. Gorman. “Are the 
revenues now coming in sufficient to 
meet the expenditures and the appropri­ 
ations we are m aking? If our actual 
expenditures are greater than our re­ 
ceipts we can not afford to adjourn until 
we meet this emergency unless congress 
w ants more bonds sold to meet our obli­ 
gations." 
Mr. 
Gorman 
then 
unfolded 
an 
elaborate table of figures. He said the 
answ ers made by the secretary of the 
treasury in response to inquiries by the 
senate were on their face somewhat 
misleading, showing little cause for 
fear of deficiency, but an analysis of 
these figures presented a far less hope­ 
ful aspect. “I think I will be able to de­ 
m onstrate," said Mr. Gorman earnest­ 
ly, “th a t the secretary of the treasury 
will have a deficiency of $30,000,000 for 
the calendar year and $60,000,000 for the 
fiscal year." 
Mri Gorman said the secretary’s re­ 
ply to the senate stated th at there was 
$106,000,000 on hand available to pay 
ordinary expenditures. 
He (Mr. Gor­ 
man) knew this w as a m istake and he 
went to the treasury and said to those 
who made up the figures: “Your figures 
w e misleading. You have made a mis­ 
take.” He called attention to the fact 
th a t they had om itted checks, drafts, 
etc., outstanding. These had been in­ 
cluded in the m onthly report. It dis­ 
closed th a t there was annually $67,000,- 
000 available. Here was a m istake of 
abut $30,000,000 to begin with. Mr. Gor­ 
m an proceeded to itemize the immense 
sums due for rivers and harbors, public 
buildings, etc. 
He also took up the 
secretary'* estim ates of receipts 
he 
hoped to have. The secretary estim ated 
his total expenditures a t $358,000,000. In 
1893 the appropriations were $500,000,000, 
and already the house had appro­ 
priated $374,000,000 for this year. The 
senate will add $20,000,000. 
The total 
will be $390,000,000, and the senator said 
he would stake his reputation th at it 
would reach $400,000,000. 
In taking up the question of gold pay­ 
m ents Mr. Gorman said they all knew 
perfectly well the government would 
always m aintain its gold paym ents. 
Mr. Allison (rep.. Iowa), who followed, 
warned the senate th at the moments 
were flying, th a t unless the sundry civil 
|>il was disposed of a t once and other 
bills in the next two days the respon­ 
sibility of an extra session would rest 
on congress. Proceeding, he said that 
\e favored the am endm ent of the com­ 
m ittee on appropriations, because he 
t>elieved the secretary of the treasury 
should have the authority it conferred. 
Unless some such provision was made 
to meet current deficiencies (if there be 
tny). the secretary of the treasury 
would m ortgage the future and con­ 
tinue to sell thirty-year bonds to meet 
\hose deficiencies. Mr. Allison called a t­ 
tention to the absolute futility of a t­ 
tem pting any real remedial 
financial 
legislation a t this late hour in the ses­ 
sion. 
The lack of time m akes some 
such tem porary specific a necessity, said 
be. 
Mr. Voorhees, chairm an of the finance 
committee, then addressed the senate 
with a prepared speech 
against 
the 
amendment. He denied th at the credit 
of the government was threatened any­ 
where in the world. T hat was shown 
by the quotations of our bonds abroad. 
He could not support 
this 
measure, 
which sought to give the secretary of 
the treasury a power he did not ask to 
provide for a deficiency th a t did not 
exist. 
Mr. Sherman said he considered the 
pending am endm ent perfectly germane. 
Two years ago he offered a resolution 
almost identical to this am endm ent and 
It was supported by an overwhelming 
vote without division on party lines. If 
the provision had gone through the 
house and become a law, the country 
would not have been in its present con­ 
dition. Mr. Sherman said he would vote 
for the amendment, although he regard­ 
ed it as the duty of the democratic 
side of the chamber to clear up the 
doubt. 
In reply to queries by Mr. Hill Mr. 
Sherman said the greenbacks should 
not be redeemed. They were the fav­ 
ored money of the people. Turning to 
the loss of revenues the senator said it 
was a certain sequel to the changes of 
the tariff law. 
This always occurred 
as a result of tariff changes without 
reference to the party making it. Let 
these certificates be enacted and let the 
debt certificates or bonds be circulated 
among our own people—the plain peo­ 
ple. as Abraham Lincoln called them — 
and there would be an end of danger. 
In the course of his rem arks Mr. Sher­ 
man made a significant appeal to the 
appropriations committee to' withdraw 
this amendment, saying it would never 
pass without the fullest discussion. 
Mr. Hill then took the floor. He firs! 


discusses me ' technical 
status. 
If this financial 
w as in order then the floodgates were 
open and any kind of financial legisla­ 
tion could be added to an appropriation 
bill. Once upon this complicated ques­ 
tion and an extra session was inevita­ 
ble. In the expiring hours of congress 
it was unwise to sweep away the ample 
powers of the secretary to issue bonds 
and give him some new and untried 
power he did not w ant. Mr. Hill point­ 
ed out th a t the danger to the treasury 
was not in a deficiency on current ex­ 
penses, but in gold to redeem the end­ 
less chain of greenbacks. And yet this 
pending am endm ent provided funds for 
deficiencies alone, and gave no means 
of securing the gold, which was the real 
need of the treasury. Mr. Hill closed 
was an earnest protest against the 
financial amendment. 
Then Mr. Gorman said in view of the 
statem ents made during the debate and 
also of the intim ations of obstruction, 
he was authorized by the committee of 
appropriations to withdraw the pending 
financial amendment. 
Mr. Mills (dem., Texas) at once of­ 
fered an amendment repealing all laws 
giving authority for the issue of bonds. 
Mr. Aldrich made a point of order 
against the amendment 
as general 
legislation, and it was sustained. This 
closed the financial debate.

The United States Opposes Its Santo 
Domingo Program. 
W ashington, Feb. 28.—A question has 
recently arisen for the determ ination 
of the state departm ent affecting the 
relations of the United States with all 
of the countries of Central and South 
America and the independent republics 
of the W est Indies. Several years ago 
the president of Santo Domingo forci­ 
bly entered the premises of a French 
bank there and took from the vaults a 
considerable sum of money which he 
alleged to be owing him. 
The m atter 
being reported to the French govern­ 
ment a formal demand was made for a 
restoration, which was refused. 
The 
French government indicated a purpose 
of sending some w ar vessels to Santo 
Domingo to enforce a collection. 
The 
finances of Santo Domingo are now in 
the hands of an American company. 
Secretary Gresham, about two weeks 
ago, cabled to Mr. Eustis, our am bassa­ 
dor to France, and instructed him to 
Inform the French government th at the 
United States could not look with indif­ 
ference upon its proposed action. This 
action will affect all the South American 
republics.

The defense also devoted some 
time to proving th at Miss Ging had act­ 
ually contemplated going into the milli­ 
nery business on Nicollet avenue, an 
intention which would explain her de­ 
sire to borrow money from H arry H ay­ 
ward. The agent of the property to 
whom she talked of renting and two 
ladies for whom she had worked and to 
whom she had talked of her project 
gave the evidence. 
There are renewed fears th at the Jury 
may not be able to stand the long strain 
of the trial successfully.

Conflagration In 
terday. 
Chicago, Feb. 28.—Fire, attended by 
many of the scenes of the great confla­ 
gration of 1871, caused the total de­ 
struction 
yesterday of 
the 
K arst, 
ner & Co. building, 245 Jefferson street, 
and a section of the Crane M anufact­ 
uring Company’s big plant adjoining on 
the north; scorched m any neighboring 
structures and placed the lives of 
scores of panic-stricken girls and chil­ 
dren in jeopardy. Two hundred and 
seventy-five girls employed in the Lan­ 
caster Caramel company, a block aw ay 
from the fire. were maddened by fight 
and rushed down a narrow stairw ay. 
In their flight several fell and w ere 
tram pled on and severely injured by 
the others. The greediest, angriest and 
most whipping flames th at have baffled 
the fire departm ent for yea; s consumed 
over a half of a million dollar’s wortl* 
of property in the sho*t time of sixty 
minutes, scorched a dozen or more fire­ 
men and supplied a southwest gale w ith 
clouds of cinders and brands that were 
carried into the heart of the business 
district of the city for over a mile from 
the scene of the fire. The hail of cin­ 
ders and hot fragm ents of wood, anac- 
companied by large clouds of sm oke, 
caused apprehension among business 
men and property owners in a radios o f 
many blacks from the fire. But angry 
as the fire was, Chief Swenie and his 
assistants checked its progress when It 
appeared to be a certainty th at a m ajor 
portion of the W est Side m anufactur­ 
ing district was in imminent danger. 
Firemen were driven from their posts 
on Jefferson street, two steam ers had to 
be aoandoned and the huge standpipe 
of the departm ent was left to sizzle in 
the heat, but Chief Swenie stood in 
w ater nearly to his knees, directing 
the firemen and hoping th a t the w alls 
of the K aestner building would fall. 
If these walls stand up long enouglt 
In those flames," shouted the chief to 
M arshal Campion, during the fiercest 
moment of the conflagration, “fire w ill 
get a t everything east of us.” 
At this point the wind seemed to sh ift 
few points, the flames leaped to a 
height of 200 feet and snapped in hope­ 
less fury, and the walls collapsed. Af­ 
ter th at the danger of a more general 
conflagration was over.

The Allison Furniture Factory was 
totally destroyed by fire a t 3:30 o’clock 
this morning. 
There waa an insur­ 
ance on the building am ounting to 
$1,000, and on contents, including 
stock and machinery of $4,000. 
The 
loss will be about $5,000. 
The building is located on George 
place, near McKey boulevard, a t the 
extreme southern lim its of the city. 
The roads, after leaving the paved 
streets, were unusually heavy, and it 
was w ith much exertion and great 
care th a t the heavy apparatus was 
moved through the mud, especially on 
McKey boulevard. 
The steam fire 
engine nearly exhausted the team ba 
fore reaching the fire. 
W hen near 
the scene it was ascertained th at 
there was only a limited supply of 
w ater a t the factory, which was being 
used to good advantage by the fire 
pump in the Hall factory so the engine 
was halted and ordered to return. 
The alarm was turned in from box 
333. located a t the corner of McKey 
boulevard and Elliot street, but the 
fire was uoder good headway when 
discovered, and soon spread to all 
parts of the building. 
Owing to the 
dense fog which prevailed, the illumi­ 
nation did not make much of a show 
except in the immediate vicinity. The 
building was all down by 
4 o’clock, 
and it is a total loss. 
The building was owned by Mrs. A. 
W. Allison, 408 Court street, and was 
valued a t about $3,000. 
The factory 
was operated by A. W. Allison, manu­ 
facturer of tables, which were given 
away in connection with the Allison 
baking powder. 
Charles Vioey, watchman at the 
factory, reports 
th at 
he 
passed 
through the building at 2 o’clock, at 
which time everything appeared all 
right. 
He can give no explanation as 
to the cause of the fire but it was un­ 
doubtedly caused by spontaneous com­ 
bustion in the paint or varnish room. 
Eight or ten hands are throw n out of 
employment by the blaze. 
The factory was seriously damaged 
by fire June 6, 1893, and again last 
fall an incipient fire occurred which 
was extinguished in time to prevent 
serious results.

“ We are suriounddd w ith w ater up 
on Palm and 
Ravine streets,’’ the 
spokesman said. 
“ The w ater around 
some of onr houses is four feet deep, 
and we have to use boats to get in 
and oat. Some of oar cellars are filled 
and I am afraid if it rains my little 
house will be floated away. 
The g u t­ 
ters are so constructed th a t all the 
w ater of the greater portion of the 
First ward flows in upon us and there 
is no outlet. 
A lake bas been formed 
in our neighborhood and cur homes 
are being ruined, besides we are in 
great danger of contracting sickness." 
The mayor expressed his sympathy, 
rem arking th a t be waa powerless and 
referred them to the aldermen of the 
wards. 
The authorities are trying to 
devise some means to drain the flood­ 
ed district. 
Another large pond or m iniature 
lake baa formed on Fifth avenue, com­ 
pletely blockiog th a t thoroughfare as 
well as Fourth avenue a t the inter­ 
section of the two streets. 
Here the 
w ater is about two feet deep, cover- 
enng 
considerable 
territory, 
and 
blockading all foot travel. 
There is 
no drainage, and the only outlet for 
the accumulation of this large quantity 
of w ater is by the way of China and 
Japan. 
There is now a petition before 
the council for the grading of Fifth 
avenue, but the people residing near the 
point now inundated, protest against 
filling up this sink hole and threaten 
to sae for damage in case the street is 
so graded. 
Perhaps, one who wanted 
the work done says, th at after wading t 
through this lake a few times in going 
and coming from their homes, their 
minds will undergo a change.

W ith a pocket full of electric ligh 
contracts and leading a crest-fallen 
gentleman 
w ith handcuffs 
on his 
wrists, Sheriff Appleby returned from 
Chicago last night. 
The man was Edward Helroth of 
Chicago, and to him were consigned 
the goods stolen from the Chicago Sc, 
N orthw estern car some days ago, sup­ 
posedly by Flynn, Crowley and Frank­ 
lin, the three men who were jailed a 
day or two ago. 
H elroth’s capture 
was only effected after skillful plan­ 
ning on the part of the sheriff. When 
the sheriff got Flynn, Crowley and 
Franklin on the charge 
of lofting a 
C. Sc. N. W. car of $S15 worth of goods 
most people thought he had done a 
pretty good day’s work, but the sher­ 
iff,
